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On page 2-3 of the Office Action, the Examiner issued an eight-way 



restriction requirement pursuant to 35 U.S.C. §121. The restriction divided the claims 
into the following allegedly distinct inventions: Group I drawn to a "polypeptide having 
SEQ ID NO: 1 and pharmaceutical compositions thereof (Claims 1-16); Group II drawn 
to "a method of inhibiting translocation of NF-6B across a nuclear membrane" (Claims 
17 and 18); Group III drawn to "a method of inhibiting inflammation of tissue in a 
mammal" (Claims 19-22); Group IV drawn to a "polypeptide having SEQ ID NO: 2 and 
pharmaceutical compositions thereof (Claims 23-39); Group V drawn to "a method of 
enhancing the activation of NF-6B in a mammalian cell" (Claims 40 and 41); Group VI 
drawn to "a method of enhancing an immune response in a mammal" (Claims 42-45); 
Group VII drawn to "a method of screening compounds using a polypeptide having SEQ 
ID NO: 1" (Claims 46-55); and Group VIII drawn to "a method of screening compounds 
using a polypeptide having SEQ ID NO: 2" (Claims 46-55). 



In accordance with restriction practice, the subject matter of claims 1-16
